At  the 
beginning  it  was  open  only  to  the 
firemen  but  within  a  short  period  of 
time  others  from  the  community 
wanted  to  join.  The  Fire  Company 
gave  the  club  free  use  of  the 
meeting  room  to  hold  their 
meetings,  but  as  it  grew  larger  the 
club  was  given  use  of  the  ballroom 
with  the  provision  a  member  of  the 
fire  company  must  be  present  at 
all  times. 

Then  in  January  of  1964  we 
received  our  Certificate  of  Incor¬ 
poration,  the  trustees  were  George 
Stein,  Enoch  S.  Tomlinson,  Joseph 
Moroccia,  Warren  Emenecher  and 
Robert  Kofoet.  The  first  president 
of  the  club  was  George  Stein,  an 
avid  stamp  collector,  followed  by 
Bud  Tomlinson  who  is  the  only  one 
left  of  the  original  twelve  members 
and  has  only  missed  about  three 
meetings  in  all  this  time.  Within  a 
few  years  we  grew  from  12" 
members  to  a  membership  of  165. 
In  March  of  1966  we  became  a 
Charter  member  of  the  Great 
Eastern  Numismatic  Association 
number  60. 

After  having  use  of  Erlton  Fire 
Hall  for  most  of  the  sixties  we  had 
to  move  because  they  were  enlarg¬ 
ing  their  fire  house.  So  in  1968  we 
moved  to  the  Community  Center 
on  Mercer  Ave.  in  Cherry  Hill, 
which  is  free  to  a  non-profit 
organization. 

In  1970  we  became  a  member  of 
American  Numismatic  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  club  during  this  period  of 
time  up  to  the  present  has  become 
one  of  the  better  organizations  in 
the  state.  In  1976  we  became  a 
member  of  Garden  State 
Numismatic  Association,  and  in 
1980  a  Life  Member.  At  the  present 
time  we  have  an  active  attendance 
of  sixty  members  per  meeting.  The 
members  with  the  greatest  atten¬ 
dance  and  help  have  been  Dorothy 
Kalue,  Edgar  Schultz,  Fred  Schultz 
and  Enoch  S.  Tomlinson.
